The tragic fate which seemed 
to pursue Mrs. Mary L. Gulden, 
31, of Biglerville R. D., formerly 
of Gettysburg, and which had 
previously cost the lives of two 
sons, her stepfather and a friend, 
ended with her death in an auto 
accident at 12:15 this morning 
6‘/a miles south of here on the 
Littlestown Rd. 
State police said Mrs. Gulden’s 
auto left the highway while headed 
north, ran for 400 feet along the 
berm of the west side of the road, 
came back onto the highway, 
crossed the road to the east berm 
and smashed into a stone wall in 
front of the home of Mrs. Howard 
Conover. 
Mrs. Gulden was hurled from 
the car which caused injuries 
which led to her death 21 minute* 
later at the Warner Hospital. 


Found Under Auto 
Dr. C. G. Crist, Adams County 
coroner, attributed the death to 
a compound fracture of the skull 
and a broken rib. 
Emory Gitt, who resides across 
the road from the scene of the 
accident, was the first to reach 
the wrecked car. He found Mrs. 
Gulden’s auto its wheels on the 
highway facing west some dis­ 
tance north of the stone wall into 
which it had crashed. The car 
apparently rolled over and re­ 
turned to its wheels. All doors 
of the car were closed. 
Mrs. Gulden was found under 
the auto. She had apparently been 
flung out by the impact with the 
wall and the door had slammed 
shut behind her while the car 
rolled over her. 
Year Of Tragedies 
Gitt halted passing cars and a 
truck and a group of men helped 
lift the auto from Mrs. Gulden. 
The Littlestown ambulance and 
Dr. Leonard Potter was called. 
Mrs. Gulden was removed to the 
hospital where death occurred. 
Police estimated damage to the 
car at $500. 
The fatal injuries to Mrs. Gul­ 
den ended a series of tragedies 
starting August 13, 1958. when a 
flash flood occurred in the north­ 
ern end of the county. 
Another Fatal Crash 
Donald Harmon, 48. Biglerville 
R. I farmer, stepfather of Mrs. 
Gulden; her two sons. Donald and 
Eugene, aged about 12 and ll,

School Board at its October meet­ 
ing Monday evening gave most of 
its attention to the Meade School 
building where extensive altera­ 
tions are underway to bring it into 
compliance with state Department 
of I,abor and Industry regulations 
and make it usable as a grade 
school for many years. 
The directors approved changes 
in the heating and ventilating sys­ 
tem. chiefly newr metal duct work 
to replace wooden facilities in the 
old building at a cost of $7,891 
Some of the improvements had 
been promised by the leal school 
district to the state several years 
ago. 
Informed that the 60-year-old 
slate roof on the building leaks 
badly and can be repaired at a 
cost of about $6,375 with the 
replacement of 2.000 pieces of 
slate and installation of new val­ 
leys, gutters and flashings, the 
board asked its architects to con­ 
sider a new roof design for the 
building. 


Will Consider Now Roof 
Directors said that it may be 
more economical to redesign the 
top of the Meade building with its 
ornate masonry and steep gabled 
roof and place a new flat or 
gently sloping roof than to at­ 
tempt to repair the present slate 
roof. Representatives of Buchart 
Associates. York architects, ex­ 
pect to have a new design and 
cost estimates for the finance and 
planning committee by next Mon­ 
day. 
The board left the decision on 
the roof changes up to the fi­ 
nance and planning committee so 
that whatever work is decided 
upon it can proceed at once, in­ 
stead of waning until the school 
board meets in November.

"Gyroscope 
Satellite Is 
Fired Today 
At Canaveral 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 'AP) 
—A powerful Juno II rocket thun­ 
dered skyward today carrying a 
potential 
“gyroscope" 
satellite 
that could answer many questions 
about space and weather. 
The rocket was fired at 11:31 
a m, EDT. 
W’ord on whether the satellite 
achieved orbit around the earth 
was expected in about two hours 
from the National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Administration 
rn 
Washington. 
Would Bo Explorer V II 
lf successful, the 914 -pound 
satellite will be called Explorer 
VII. Its main goal was to study 
cosmic radiation, knowledge of 
which is a key to space travel by 
man. 
The 76-foot rocket rose ponder­ 
ously from its launching pad. It 
accelerated 
rapidly 
and, 
after 
about 40 seconds, arched high in 
the sky and headed toward the 
northeast, spurting a brilliant tail 
of fire. A minute later it vanished 
in a cloud bank. 
Twenty • five 
minutes 
after 
launch it was announced that all 
four stages of the rocket fired 
successfully and performed ac­ 
cording to plan. 
It was the second space shot 
of the day from the cape. Earlier, 
a B47 bomber launched a 37-foot 
bold Orion missile, aiming it at a 
point IO miles in front of the ex­ 
plorer VI “ paddle wheel" satel­ 
lite. At the time the satellite was 
at 160 miles altitude rn the low 
point of its orbit and traveling at 
26.000 miles an hour.

Moscow, say the Red Chinese 
loudly and clearly, is the big boss. 
Peiping’s Communist party has 
gone out of its way to emphasize 
that the Soviet Union is the un­ 
disputed leader of the world Com­ 
munist movement. 
The 
remarkable 
performance 
more than justifies the expressed 
conviction of Secretary of State 
Christian 
A. 
Perter 
that 
the 
Kremlin is responsible for the ac­ 
tions of China and the whole Red 
bloc. It underscores Undersecre­ 
tary Douglas Dillon’s contention 
that the U.S.S R. should be held 
responsible for any Peiping ag­ 
gression. 
Differences Hidden 
lf there are differences on the 
ideological or the strategy level 
between Moscow and Peiping, the 
Chinese party seems to have bur­ 
ied them in an extravagant how­ 
to Moscow's unquestioned leader­ 
ship. 
As if to dispel any notions 
among the world's Communists of 
a Kremlin-Peiping rift, the mast 
important 
Red 
Chinese 
news­ 
paper, the Peiping People’s Daily, 
has just published an editorial im­ 
portant enough to be chorused by 
the 
whole 
country's 
provincial 
press Its theme also was broad­ 
cast in foreign languages. 
It was not a long editorial. But 
no le,ss than eight times it stated 
unequivocally that in matters of 
the world revolution and the strat­ 
egy of the revolution, the Soviet 


leaders were the bosses. 
Here are pertinent excerpts: 
Highlights Cited 
“China has become a compo­ 
nent of the Socialist camp head­ 
ed by the Soviet Union.”

A decision is e x a c te d this week 
on whether the Saturn project will 
be transferred to the National 
Aeonautical and Space Adminis­ 
tration.

Pace So Far Is Slow 
Under whatever auspices the 
Saturn development is expected to 
continue, 
informed 
Washington 
sources say. But the pace so far 
hardly has been breakneck. 
Ma], Gen. John B. 
Medaris, 
commander of the Army Ord­ 
nance 
Missile 
Command 
here, 
says: "At present, plans based on 
the present budget plus what ap­ 
pears to be the probable budget 
for next year do not support the 
Saturn program at the speed at 
which it could be developed. We 
are not talking billions of dollars, 
either. We are talking millions." 
Making no bones that he’s boil- 
sore over what he considers the 
lag in the nation’s space program, 
Medaris says: "The basic prob­ 
lem is simple. There must be a 
positive decision. Are we or are 
we not going to compete with the 
Russians? If we are, there has to 
be a solid, well-financed program. 
Right now we are straddling the 
issue.** 
Took Heavy Cut 
These facts were gleaned in a 
series of interviews with Redstone 
Arsenal sources: 
Project Saturn funds suffered 
an unannounced cut of nearly 48 
per cent this year by the Defense 
Department — from 135 million 
dollars to TO million. The cutback

"efficient and reliable system for 
lifting multi-ton loads into high

Announced Last Year 
No scientist or military man 
interviewed here was willing to 
predict tile United States would 
meet that schedule. 
The project was announced in 
Washington Sept. 12, 1958. It pro­ 
posed construction of a 1*2 million 
pound thrust rocket engine, or 
booster. 
On Feb. 12, 1959, the Advanced 
Research Projects Agency said in 
a news release the "Saturn pro­ 
gram is progressing at an accel­ 
erated rate. The booster is ex­ 
pected to be test flown in I960." 
Behind Schedule 
In July, the Defense D epart- 
mnt announced. "The Saturn test 
vehicle will lie delivered to the 
test lab <at Huntsville) in Novem- 
be and the first static testing is 
due in December." 
The July announcement said the 
test tower would tie completed by 
Sept. I. It wasn’t. It won't be 
ready for weeks. 
While the engines for the I V 
million-pound Ihrust rocket have 
been delivered, the fuel tanks for 
the super booster have not been 
completed. In fact, the fabrication 
laboratory schedule does not even 
call for tile assembly of the larg­ 
est of fuel tanks until the end of 
this month. 
Answer Is Shrug 
Adding to the problems which 
bedevil Saturn, the ARFA, which 
has been in charge of the project 
to date, announced Sept. 23 it was 
getting out of the space business. 
Dr. llerliert C. York. Defense De­ 
partment director of research and 
engineering, told a news confer­ 
ence that responsibility for devel­ 


opment of Saturn "eventually will 
go to the Air Force.” 


A spokesman for the Army Ord­
